NOTIFICATION 

Calcutta 16, the 11th August 1960 

No. CWR(2)/60 — The following draft of certain amend- 
ments to the Cost and Works Accountants Regulations, 
1959, which it is proposed to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-sections (1) & (3) of Section 39 
of the Cost and Works Accountants Act, 1959 (Act No. 23 
of 1959), is published for information of all persons likely 
to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the 
draft will be taken up for consideration on or after the 
17th September I960. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any persons with respect to the said draft before 
the date specified will be considered by the Council of 
the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India. 

In the said Regulations: 

I. In Regulation 2, after clause (h), add the following 
new clause, namely, 

“(i) ‘Chapter’ means the Chapter established by the 
Council.” 

II. In sub-regulation (6) of Regulation 7, for the sen- 
tence “The amount so collected shall be transferred to the 
respective Regional Councils by the Council”, the follow- 
ing sentence shall be substituted, namely, 

"The amount so collected shall be transferred to the 
respective Chapters or Regional Councils', as the 
case may be, by the Council.” 

III. After the end of Regulation 44 and before CHAP- 
TER VI— Post Graduate Training, the following new 
CHAPTER V-A and Regulation 44A shall be inserted, 
namely, 

“CHAPTER V-A 
Chapters 

44A. Constitution, of Chapters— (1) Chapters may be 
formed in such places as the Council considers it ex- 
pedient and necessary, 

(2) A Chapter may be constituted in the manner and 
exercise such functions as may be specified in the Bye- 
laws that may be framed by the Council by a notification 
in this behalf. 

(3) The Chapters shall at all times function subject to 
the control, supervision and direction of the Council and/ 
or its Standing Committees.” 

TV. In clause (f) of Regulation 87 for the words "pres- 
cription of suitable books for the guidance of candidates”, 
the following words shall be substituted, namely, 

“recommending suitable books for the guidance of. 
candidates.” 

V. For the existing sub-regulation (3) of Regulation 120, 
the following sub-regulation shall be substituted, namely, 

"(3) Any casual vacancy in the first Regional Council 
constituted by the Central Council under the pro- 
vision of sub-regulation (3) of Regulation 114 may 
be filled up by co-option by the Central Council 
and any casual vacancy in the subsequent 
Regional Council may be filled up by he Regional 
Council concerned. A person so co-opted shall 
hold office until the dissolution of the said 
Regional Council.”
